McMenimen questions 
petition signatures

It took only 20 minutes for 
Wilmington School Committee 
member Linda McMenimen to 
present evidence Tuesday and for 
the Board of Registrars to wrap up 
the second of two public hearings 
on the recall of she and fellow 
member Dr. Shirley Callan. Both 
are under recall for allegedly 
speaking on their committee's 
behalf and leaking confidential in- 
formation about the recent football 
hazing incident to the media, Both 
have denied the charge. 

The hearing was held to allow 
McMenimen to file objections to a 
total of 138 names on the recall 
petition against her and to hear 
testimony of witnesses. A total of 
1153 registered voters signed the 
petition to recall McMenimen from 
office. In order to schedule the 
February 2 recall election, the 
names of 1107 residents were 
needed. 

In a letter to Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon dated November 27, 
McMenimen objected to the 
signatures in question for four 
main reasons. She said some 
petitioners misrepresented the 
reason for the petition and there 
was a miscount of valid signatures 
by the board. McMenimen next 
questioned the validity of several 
signatures saying they appeared to 
be "ma and pa” type signatures 
where one person signed for 
another. She also maintained the 
grounds listed for the recall were 
unsubstantiated and not _a_valid

reason for a recall, 

McMenimen told the board in 
summation, "I will rely on your 
fair and unbiased opinion (in 
handing down a decision)." 

McMenimen chose not to be 
represented by an attorney or to 
call any witnesses, Nor did she go 
into details on any of the names in 
question. 

Robert Scarano, attorney for 
Kathi Gillis, one of the leaders of 
the recall drive, noted that it was 
incumbent upon McMenimen to 
present "affirmative evidence” of 
the signatures she was challenging. 
If that was not possible, he said, 
her statement should be stricken 
from the record. 

Following McMenimen's hearing, 
the Board of Registrars reopened 
the earlier hearing for Callan, 
which had recessed Monday, to 
allow for further witnesses to come 
forward. Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, who was representing the 
board, noted the addition of two 
affadavits to supplement the 
record. One was written by 
Scanlon to correct an error made 
by her, Scanlon said she had 
mistakenly put the wrong date of 
November 24 on three pages of 
Callan's petition rather than the 
actual date of November 23. On 
Monday, Callan's counsel David 
Klebanoff claimed the signatures 
on those pages were invalid 
because they were certified after 
the board of selectmen sent out a 
letter seeking the resignation of the 
two committee members.

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The second affadavit was signed 
by the registrars and said “by 
reason of omission, error, and 
oversight" only two registrars 
signed four of the pages. They said 
it was their intent to have all 
registrars sign all pages of the 
petition. Altman said all four pages 
have now been recertified and 
contain four signatures. 

Scarano spoke on behalf of the 
recall leaders. He presented 
affadavits from or called upon 
seven residents who swore the 
signature on the petitions was their 
own and they fully understood the 
intent of the petitions. Scarano 
objected to Klebanoff's referencing 
the Massachusetts Code of 
Regulations of the election board in 
earlier statements that three or 
more registrars’ signatures are 
needed to certify names on a recall 
petition. 

"Recall petitions are not a state 
matter," he said. 

Scarano objected to other 
challenges made by Callan's 
attorney. He said the face of the 
petition was legal because it 
referenced the Town Charter, 
which spells out the need for a 
successor to Callan. He also 
maintained sufficient signatures 
existed prior to action by the board 
of selectmen to seek Callan's 
resignation. 

The Board of Registrars will 
make a decision on the legality of 
the recall election and the 


testimony heard both nights within 
the next 14 days. 
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A claim that only 1104 signatures 
on the petition to recall Shirley 
Callan from the Wilmington 
School Committee are valid is cur- 
rently under consideration by the 
Board of Registrars. A total of 
1107 signatures of registered vo- 
ters are required to hold the recall 
election. The Board of Registrars 
now has 14 days to issue a decision 
on whether the February 2 recall 
election has been "properly 
scheduled." 

The board held two public 
hearings this week to hear evidence 
from Dr. Shirley Callan and Linda 
McMenimen, Callan's attorney, 
David Klebanoff of Gilman, Mc- 
Laughlin, and Hanrahan of Boston, 
challenged the petition on several 
counts in the first hearing Monday 
night. 

Klebanoff claimed some peti- 
tioners misrepresented the purpose 
of the petition. Witnesses Robert 
and Debra Bryant and Debra 
Lecese all said under oath they 
were told the petition concerned 
"the way the hazing was handled," 
They said although they did not 
read the actual document, there 
was no mention that the petition 
was actually to recall the two 
committeemen, They asked that 
their names be removed from the 
petition. Two other residents who 
were away until Wednesday also 
came forward to challenge the 
petition, said the lawyer. 

Klebanoff next maintained a total 
of 17 signatures were invalid 
because they were "clearly" forged 
and a total of 21 signatures were 
miscounted by the registrars. The 
alleged forgeries were by people 
who most likely signed for a 
spouse or son or daughter, the 
attorney said. 

Klebanoff also challenged the 
petition on three legal counts. He 
said if the charges were not taken 
into consideration by the regis- 
trars, he would pursue them in 
court. The most damaging charge 
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ally Callan mounts strong 
. Challenge to recall 


was an alleged violation of the 
election laws, which state that three 
or more registrars must certify all 
names on the petition. Klebanoff 
stated that 95 signatures were only 
certified by two registrars and 
were invalid. This charge alone 
could invalidate the recall election, 
he added, 

Klebanoff claimed the board of 
selectmen were not in possession of 
the names of ten percent of 
registered voters when the letter 
asking for the resignations was sent 
out. He said 44 signatures were 
certified afterwards. In addition, 
Klebanoff said the petition itself 
was defective and did not meet the 
requirements for a petition for 
recall since it does not call for 
others to seek the two seats in the 
election. 

Besides the witnesses called by 
Klebanoff, several residents came 
forward to speak on the recall 


process. While Walter Kowalchik 
of Longview Road said he was 
suspicious when the petitioner who 
approached him evaded his 
answers, petitioner Lawrence 
Kaufman argued that anyone who 
signed the petition sight unseen was 
"giving away his right anyway." 

Kaufman maintained " people 
knew what they were signing." 

Robert Scarano, an attorney 
acting for petition leader Kathi 
Gillis, said the alleged forgeries 
should not be considered as 
evidence unless an expert testifies 
that they are. Klebanoff said, if the 
case. goes to court, he would call in 
a handwriting expert, 

Ring Avenue resident Tony 
Capuano complained about the 
recall and charged that "what we're 
doing is . . . we're wasting alot of 
our time (and) the taxpayers’ 
money.” Callan told this paper, if 
she pursues the matter in court, 
"the legal cost will be a minimum 
of $4,000 for the town.” It has 
been stated publicly that the recall 
election could cost the town 
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upwards of $4,000 also. 

Gillis argued that those accused 
of forging names should be 
allowed time to answer the accu- 
sations, especially since they were 
not present and were not told in 
advance what charges would be 
brought up. After conferring with 
registrars Gertrude Condrey, Ed 
Souza, and Audrey Riddle, Town 
Counsel Alan Altman agreed to 
recess the hearing until Tuesday 
night at 8 p.m. 

After the hearing, Callan and 
Klebanoff chafed at the delay. 
Klebanoff told this paper, "For a 
group of people who want this to 
go away, this doesn't seem to 
accomplish what they're looking 
for." He added, should the charges 
made be upheld by the registrars, 
the leaders of the petition drive 
would have a right to start over 
and collect names for another 
election, 

Gillis said she was ready to do 
just that immediately should the 
decision favor Callan. She added, 
however, that the petitioners did 
their job and "it can't be ruled 
invalid.” 

Steve Burns had signed the peti- 
tion and was angered by the 
possibility that the Board of 
Registrars may have made a 
mistake, 

"This town, right from the top on 
down, they're not doing their jobs. 
They're pushing this thing under 
the rug,” he said. Others speculated 
that the Board of Registrars may 
have been under pressure from 
some selectmen to finish the certi- 
fications ahead of their deadline, 

Shawsheen School parent Sue 
Liberty came to the hearing to 
support Callan. She was angered by 
Altman's decision to recess. 

"I found it odd that Alan had to 
finish this tonight and all of a 
sudden we're going to recess until 
tomorrow night. He set the policy;

Dept. of Education 
investigates complaint

A complaint charging that the 
Wilmington School System is in 
violation of the state's anti-hazing 
law is under investigation by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 

Daniel French, director of the 
Department of Education's Bureau 
of Student Development and 
Health, confirmed this week an 
investigation is underway. 

"Anyone is allowed to file a 
complaint alleging a violation. We 
review the complaint and come up 
with findings," French told the 
Town Crier. He added that it is in 
everyone's best interest to resolve 
the issue as soon as possible. 

The matter was first raised by 
Anne Linehan at last week's school 
committee meeting. She said that in 
checking with the Department of 
Education she found that the 
system was not in compliance. She 
said later neither Supt. William 
Fay nor high school Principal Paul 
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Fleming filed an anti-hazing report 
with the state verifying that each 
student and student organization in 
the school had read and understood 
the relatively new state law. She 
also questioned if each advisor and 
coach at the school had signed a 
paper stating their students had 
read the law and understood the 
penalties. 

Fleming told this paper Tuesday 
he did not file the report, which 
was due October 23. 

"I'm not making any excuses. It 
just went by me," he said. He added 
however that every student is 
aware of the law and was 
obligated, with their parents, to 
read and sign a form attesting they 
did review the law and the school 
discipline code as outlined in the 
school handbook. Though the 
handbook was given out late this 
year because of some necessary 
changes, Fleming said it still stands 
from one year to the next. 

A memo from Education Com- 
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missioner Robert Antonucci was 
sent to school officials on Septem- 
ber 16 outlining the guidelines of 
the anti-hazing law, Fleming said 
he doesn't remember ever seeing 
the memo, but added it could have 
been overlooked. Linehan claims 
that the memo was "held up in Bill 
Fay's office" and never went to the 
principal. 

The law states that each student 
group, team, or organization 
should receive copies of the law 
and a designated officer of each 
group must attest that it has been 
received and students understand 
and plan to obey the law. Linehan 
disagreed with sentiment expressed 
last week that not sending in the 
report was "just a technicality.” 

"This was handled wrong from 
the very beginning. We have not 
done it (complied fully with the 
law) for the past three years, I 
want it brought into compliance,” 
she said.

Shawsheen PAC 
expands role

The changing role of Wilming- 
ton's Parent Advisory Committees 
(PAC) was highlighted last Wed- 
nesday by Shawsheen School PAC 
President Bonny Smith and school 
Principal Richard Gorham, 

Gorham told members of the 
school committee the PAC was 
originally formed to meet with the 
principal and become informed 
about the school program. 

"It certainly isn't the case any 
more," he said. 

Gorham and Smith explained, 
though the Shawsheen PAC still 
sponsors such fundraising activities 
as the Harvest Pie Auction and the 
Pancake Breakfast, it has branched 
out in a number of areas. Today, 
the PAC provides enrichment 
programs such as a Poetry Month, 
the Mathathon, and the Magic of 
Maps that coordinate with the 
curriculum. Members participate 
in community projects like serving 
on the Superintendent Search 
Committee and petitioning the 
legislature for more local aid for 
education. Most of all, they support 
the academic program with their

presence and funds. Gorham 
pointed out the PAC provides a 
$50 line of credit to each teacher in 
the school for classroom use and 
five dollars to cach student to 
supplement field trips. Members 
also run the six week after-school 
program in the spring and the 
Saturday kindergarten program, 
are trained in Project Charlie, and 
help out with Field Day. 

Perhaps the PAC's proudest 
accomplishment, and the project 
which makes the school unique, 
said Gorham, is the mini-grant 
program. In the three years since 
it's been in existence, the PAC has 
donated $9,000 to staff members in 
the form of mini grants to 
primarily pay for enhancement and 
aides in language arts, science, and 
math.The teachers apply to a grant 
committee comprised of parents, 
teachers, students, and one admi- 
nistrator which decides which of 
the applications or projects would 
be funded. 

Committee members praised the 
PAC for expanding their efforts 
and helping all the students in the 
school.

It was a cold, Tuesday night on November 23 and the 
McMenimen family was preparing for Thanksgiving Day at 
their small ranch house on Grace Drive, The political season 
was as harsh as the wind outside and the McMenimens were 
doing their best to keep it from subduing the holiday spirit. 
The television in the living room carried the local government 
cable channel and the volume was up higher than usual. 

It was a big night which distracted Linda McMenimen's 
family from stuffing the plump turkey and baking traditional 
pies. In a few moments it would be hard to give thanks. The 
selectmen had just convened in special session to receive the 
certification report from the town clerk and board of 
registrars. More than 1,100 citizens had signed the petitions 
for the recall of McMenimen and her colleague Shirley Callan. 
The hazing incident would soon spill over to the ballot box. 

Tt was not a matter of legal formalities. Linda McMenimen, 
just re-elected to the school committee last April following a 
long career in office, had been recalled. A constable arrived 
that same evening to deliver formal notice. McMenimen could 
resign or face the voters in a special election. Happy 
Thanksgiving. 

McMenimen was first elected the year Jimmy Carter was 
campaigning for president. She served from 1976 to 1985 and 
established herself as "a woman of highest integrity,” 
according to School Committee Chairman Robert Peterson. 
The local attorney has battled over issues with McMenimen for 
six years but nonetheless respects her as “emotionally sound 
and current in every issue," despite the fact that he's voted 
with her "maybe twice in six years." 

McMenimen's resume is as impressive as it is sound. She has 
her bachelor’s degree in education and history from Emanual 
College, a masters in reading and language from UMass, 
Lowell and her CAGS (Certificate of Advanced Graduate 
Study) in education administration from UMass, Boston. 


} McMenimen lists certifications to each at both the elementary 


and secondary levels and in special reading classes. She's also 
rtified for the posts of elementary and secondary school 


McMenimen has been teaching fof 25,years. In 1990 her 
colleagues at Greater Lowell Vocational Technical High school 
voted her teacher of the year. 

But today, a group of voters, self-annointed as the local, 
moral majority, is ready to throw the resume to the wind. It's 
ironic because McMenimen's professional record has been the 
anchor of her appeal to local voters. “She's not political at all," 
} said Robert Peterson, who believes voters ‘supported 
McMenimen because they admired the absence of political 
connections. 

McMenimen said that last year’s race cost her a paltry $250 
and that her political machine resides with her on Grace 
Drive. Peterson said it was the only politically romantic 
"machine" he's ever observed in operation. "Her campaign was 
her and Joe; one took the Wildwood School and the other took 
the’ Glen Road," said Peterson, referencing McMenimen's 
husband and the two municipal poling places. 

What McMenimen lacks in political organization and local 
storm troopers her opponents have unfortunately made up for. 
The leaders of the recall are Wilmington's most prominent and 
politice:ly savvy citizens. McMenimen is fighting the local 


. principals, assistant superintencemt and superintendent. ~ 


foyal guard, including veteran Selectman Dan Ballou and 
Town Manager Mike Caira; who hails from the community's 
most politically seasoned and statute family. Both are parents 
of football team players. 

The contrast is striking and some have said McMenimen will 
not be able to survive as the odds have been stacked against 
her. Perhaps the difference between McMenimen and her 
Opponents is no more stark than that between she and her 
fellow embattled colleague. When Shirley Callan appeared at a 


special meeting of the board of registrars this week she was * 


accompanied by a rather expensive looking attorney-at-law. 


McMenimen, like her political campaigns, brought only 
herself and a good measure of determination. 

McMenimen's alleged crime is that she leaked graphic 
information to the press hounds concerning the details of the 
now infamous events at summer football camp. Her detractors 
consider this blasphemy and are erecting the scaffold for a 
double political execution. But McMenimen said that details 
were first released to her by school officials and to this day 
she doesn't know the identity of perpetrators. 'I have never 
named individual students and never would," said 
McMenimen. "After 25 years in the classroom I wouldn't be 
able to hurt a student. It goes against everything I have worked 
for and fought for." 

As a public defense McMenimen proposes that her actions 
have centered around one guiding principle and belief. 
“Hazing is wrong and I'm guilty of holding back the broom 
that would have swept it under the rug," said McMenimen, 
who credits her family and her colleagues at Lowell Voke for 
helping to maintain her stamina over the past weeks. 

Nonetheless, local colleagues see a strain building on 
McMenimen "This thing has devastated her emotionally," said 
Robert Peterson, noting that McMenimen recently left a 
meeting apparently in tears. The school committee chairman 
said McMenimen’s ability to stand up and continue to fight has 
been a "testament to her character." Character is what people 
reference frequently when asked for their impressions of 
Linda McMenimen, who seems to provoke a softened 


a] 


strongly we might disagree on an issue she consistently leaves 
that disagreement at the table when the meeting is over," said 
School Committeeman Brad Jackson. "She's always open to 
different points of view," he'said adding diplomatically that 
McMenimen and Callan "are different and approach issues 
differently.” 

Robert Peterson views this election in simple terms. "I think 
these two were scapegoated for the whole process," which 
Peterson believes was flawed by more than just two people 
who made mistakes. 'I think she probably said some things she 
shouldn't have, and I've told her that, but the punishment 
certainly doesn't fit the crime," and Peterson views others in 
the community who are culpable here "but can't be recalled." 
Peterson said, "A lot of people did things wrong." 

McMenimen's strain won't end for a while. She said the first 
and last thing on her mind each day is the pending recall and 
that “it's put a dent in the holidays, to say the least." Maybe 
more than that, It's destroyed any attraction that may have 
been left in the concept of serving in municipal goverment. 

Robert Peterson said it best. "No one who runs for a seat 
that pays nothing should expect to put up with this crap."

Wilmington alumnus adjusts to college life

“Besides ushering in the holiday 
season, late November and Decem- 
ber is traditionally the time when 
Wilmington alumni return to their 
hometown, One of those enjoying a 
recent visit home was Jodi 
Pellegrini of Harold Avenue. Jodi 
is presently a freshman studying 
engineering at Renssclear PolyTech 
in Troy, New York, 

An honor student, Jodi graduated 
second in her class at Wilmington 
High School last June. She was 
yice-president of ,the National 
Honor Society, vice-president of 
$ADD (Students Against Driving 
Drunk), a popular cheerleader, a 
peer leader, and a member of the 
Student Council. Jodi earned the 
Rensselear Award in her junior 
year: a $5,000 a year scholarship 
which guaranteed her admission to 
that prestigious school, She went 
on to cop several other scholar- 
ships and merit awards as well. 

Like most frosh, Jodi has not 
found the transition from high 
school to college easy. She is still 
adjusting to campus life and the 
Strenuous course of study she has 
chosen, 

"I didn't expect I'd have a 
problem, I thought it would be 
tough but I didn't understand what 
tough meant," she says frankly, 

Jodi's courses include chemistry 
of materials, calculus, engineering 
graphics, and CAD (computer and 
design). All students at RPI take 
three semesters of straight engi- 
neering courses before taking any 
electives in the humanities, 

Most incoming frosh also learn 
carly on to take advantage of the 
free tutoring service offered 
through the school's Learning 
Center. Jodi found herself over her 
head in a course on engineering 
analysis and promptly signed up 
for a tutor before deciding to drop 
the course, She will pick up the 
required subject after she is more 
adequately prepared. Jodi feels part 
of the problem was a lack of 
advanced courses in sciences like 
chemistry and physics at Wilming- 
ton High. She explains most of the 
students at RPI had already taken 
two years of chemistry, engincer- 
ing and drafting courses, and an 
honor course in physics, 

"I was completely overwhelmed. 
The course went so fast and half of 
the material I had never seen. I'd 
E doing four and five hours of 


work that was completely 
unproductive," she explains, 

Though she originally had a dif- 
ferent concentration in mind, Jodi 
now has decided to concentrate on 
a five year program in industrial 
engineering, a program which will 
allow her to go into a management 
position in an engineering 
company. Her "ultimate goal" is to 
focus on the environment, 

“Engineering is a wide-open 
figld; you have alot of options,” she 
says,

Another adjustment was the 
large, lecture-type classes and the 
grading system, where professors 
base a semester grade only on three 
tests and a final exam. There is no 
mark for class participation or 
homework or quizzes, as in high 
school. The student is responsible 
for keeping up with the work and 
being prepared for tests, says Jodi. 

"You need to be motivated. If 
you're not going to do the work 
and try to keep up, you're just not 
going to make it,” she says with a 
rueful smile. 

The studying leaves little time for 
socializing in the dorm with 
roommate Chery! Jollimore (from 
Billerica) and other friends or for 
extra-curricular activities. Jodi was 
recruited by her advisor-coach to 
join the cheerleading squad. She 
devotes about six hours a week to 
cheerleading at football, basketball, 
and hockey games, something that 
prevents her from ing frequent 
weekend trips home. Reality hit 
hard when Jodi's cheerleading 
partner attempted suicide partway 
into the fall season,

"I felt so bad, like maybe I should 
have known what was going on," 
she says. Jodi and the entire squad 
went for crisis intervention. 

Like others away from home, 
Jodi soon found her biggest 
adjustment was being on her own 
and missing her supportive family: 
dad Peter, mom Annette, and Pete, 
her sixteen year old brother. Jodi 
and her family do keep in touch via 
long phone conversations, In 
addition, "care packages" come on 
a regular basis, The last one, 
laughs Jodi, contained gloves, 
earmuffs, and cream of wheat to 
help cope with New York's frigid 
weather. These days, her fellow 
cheerleaders provide some needed 
support when things get a little 
rough. 

Jodi's first trip home was over 
the long Thanksgiving weekend. 

"I just came in and walked all 
around, They had a fire going and 
it was very cozy. I was so happy, 


plus my mother made my favorites 
— steaks and stuffed mushrooms," 
recalls Jodi with a smile, 

She also met old friends at the 
traditional football clash with 
Tewksbury and was surprised at 
how much she had missed 
Wilmington. 

"When you go away you miss 
alot. What is it now — three 
Dunkin’ Donuts in town? Why not 
a MacDonald's?" she asks with a 
laugh. 

Jodi is back at Rensselear, a place 
she loves for it's mid-size campus, 
close-knit environment, and 
concentration on the undergrads. 
Life is more balanced now and less 
of a struggle. 

In summation, Jodi advises high 
schoolers to "learn as much as you 
can and try to take on some 
responsibilitics now because it's a 
real big adjustment later on." She 
reminds fellow students, "you only 
get out of it (school) what you put 
in.

One of the real class acts among Merrimack Valley Conference 
coaches is currently preparing what should be a surprising team for a 
real run at a Small School championship in MVC Girls' Basketball.

Arbitrator reduces 
trash fee increase 


An arbitration panel ruled 
recently that Massachusetts 
Refusetech Inc. (MRI), operator of 
the North Andover waste-to energy 
facility, deserved less than a quarter 
of the estimated $75 million in 
higher revenues it sought from the 
member communities of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC). 

The panel denied MRI's claim that 
NESWC's trash was causing the 
facility's operating costs to rise, but 
agreed that MRI was entitled to 
additional revenue because the price 
of the energy MRI sells such lower 
than economists had projected it 
would be when the communities 
signed their contracts with MRI in 
1981, MRI had argued that it was 
losing money in operating the plant 
because of the unexpected decline in 
energy prices. 

NESWC has not yet calculated the 
impact the panel's decision will have 
on current tipping fees. "The panel 
awarded approximately $6 million 
plus interest to MRI for the decline 
in energy revenues from 1985 to the 
said Robert Moroney, 
s acting executive director. 
The advisory board will be meeting 
Friday, Dec. 4, to discuss the 
ramifications of the decision. 

At current energy prices, MRI 
will obtain an estimated $12 million 
more in tipping fees over the 
remaining 13 years of the 
communities’ contracts. If the price 
of energy increases and comes 
closer to the economists’ projections 
made in 1981, the towns will have 
less of an energy revenue shortfall 
to make up to MRI. Also, NESWC 
is currently working out an 


agreement to refinance the original 
bonds that paid for the facility's 
construction, Moroney said and the 
interest savings to the towns in the 
remaining years of the contract may 
fully offset the increase due to the 
panel's decision. 

The panel rejected MRI's second 
claim that the trash delivered by the 
NESWC communities was burning 
hotter than estimated and causing 
increased operating costs. "Had-it 
prevailed, this claim would have 
caused a much more dramatic 
increase in the tipping fees," 
Moroney said. NESWC was 
represented in the arbitration by 
the law firm of Palmer and Dodge 
in Boston. 

MRI had alleged that “hotter” 
trash causes the facility to shut down 
more often for cleaning, increases 
wear and tear on the boilers and 
reduces the amount of trash the 
facility can burn, all of which would 
cause lower revenue for MRI. The 
panel found that the waste stream at 
the North Andover plant does burn 
hotter than projected, but 


determined that MRI did not prove 
that the NESWC communities were 
responsible for this increase. The 
facility receives trash from sources 
other than the NESWC communities 
and MRI had not separately tested 
the NESWC trash. 

NESWC is a consortium of 23 
cornmunities, including Wilmington 
and Tewksbury, each of whom 
entered 20-year contracts to deliver 
their trash to the North Andover 
facility.

Students chat with 
Nobel Prize winner 


Nobel prize winner Dr. Rosalyn S. 
Yalow spoke with Tewksbury 
Memorial High School (TMHS) 
students Tessa Ward, Leah 
Finnegan, Gretchen Hummrich, 
Diana Kondoleon, and Kristin 
Powers via telephone November 24, 
1992. The other students from Mrs. 
Kathleen Mofield's science class 
watched the program at TMHS 
library via satellite broadcasting. 

Dr. Yalow discovered radioim- 
munoassay for the measurement of 
pharmacologic and _ biologic 
substances - including drugs, 
hormones, viruses, vitamins and 
enzymes. She won the Nobel Prize 
in Physiology of Medicine in 1977. 
Dr. Yalow was also the first woman, 
and first nuclear physicist to win an 
Albert Lasker Basic Medical 
Research award. The students were 
able to ask her questions about her 
life and work. 

Radioimmunoassay (RIA) is 
considered one of the most 
improtant advances in 20 years in 
basic research, which has been 


directly applied to clinical 
medicine, It is used in over 4000 
laboratories in this country alone, 
and in thousands abroad, for 
identifying and measuring the 
concentration of hundreds of 
substances, These are both 
pharmacologic, such as drugs; and 
biologic, including among others, 
hormones, viruses, vitamins, and 
enzymes contained in blood, tissue 
extracts, other biologic fluids of the 
human body; and in animal, 
vegetable, and plant life, Dr. Yalow 
made her explanations under- 
standable for high school students. 
Last spring and this fall other high 
school students were able to ask 
questions of Dr. Dudley Herschbach 
who also received the Nobel Prize 
in 1986 for chemical interactions of 
individual molecules, 

The Nobel Prize Winners is a 
series sponsored by MCET. MCET 
programming is made possible by a 
federal grant written by William 
DeGregorio, principal of TMHS 
and administered by Gertrude M. 
Carey librarian at the high school.

Austin Prep's Library facility 
consists of two adjacent branches: 
the Fr. Arthur F, Smith Library 
Media Center and the Reference 
and Research Center. The Media 
Center is named in honor of one 
of the school's founding faculty 
members and first Academic 
Dean, who retired from teaching 
in 1987. Father Smith is now 
serving as Provincial Archivist for 
the Augustinian Friars in 
Villanova, PA. The Reference 
Room was opened in the Fall of 
1987, and its construction was 
funded in part by a grant from the 
Hayden Foundation.

In 1964, Francis, Jr, had grad- 
uated from Rensselaer Institute of 
Technology and after finishing a 
year in the Coast Guard returned 
to the company. 

“We were still doing mostly 
black and white printing at the 
time,” he recalled. 

According to Francis, as late as 
the 1950’s the company was still 
using a hand press for certain jobs 
but the jobs were getting bigger 
and the growth started. 

“When I came back,” Francis 
said, “I had a thing about color 
and started pursuing color work.” 

As part of that pursuit, Francis 
became involved with Dr. Edwin 
Land and his growing Polaroid 
Corporation. 


As the demands from Polaroid 
got larger they would keep push- 
ing Acme to the limits. Because 
of past frugal business decisions, 
the people at Acme all note that 
the company was able to meet the 
demands and grow along with 
Polaroid. 

“Fortunately we accepted the 
challenges,” Francis said. “That 
put us on the map to the point 
where we became the premiere 
color printer, That is where we are 

jay.” 

That is a position that Francis 
intends to have the company stay 
in as he prepares the next genera- 
tion of Canzanos to take over. 

Looking toward the future, the 
company has already installed the 
latest in computer aided printing 
devices. 

From the time the clients enter 
the building they will find that 
accommodations have been made 
for them to spend the day and 
watch the print job being complet- 
ed. 

These accommodations include 
client rooms complete with com- 
puters, fax machines and tele- 
phones so that the regular office 
work can be completed while the 
print job is being monitored. 

To monitor that print job, the 
client might want to take advan- 
tage of Acme’s “first.in the world” 
Hell Chromalight Color preview- 
ing monitor or the Scitex 
Scanners and Scitex Response 
Systems. 

To those unfamiliar with the 
computers, the Scitex machines 
might seem like wizardry.“They 
can take a picture and make 
changes that range from subtle 
highlighting to completely trans- 
posing new looks onto the image. 

The printing equipment is com- 
puter operated to match the set- 
tings inputted by skilled crafts- 
people and keep them straight 
throughout the process. 

According to Francis, the wave 
of the future of printing will be 
computer aided partnerships 
between the major world wide 
printing plants. 

The same job that will be done 
in Wilmington could be computer 
modemed to a similar plant in 
Germany for distribution in that 
country as well. 


Francis notes that flexibility is 
the key word in the success of the 
operation, 

Some of that flexibility has 
been shown in the company’s 
forethought to start using many 
women in what was once a male 
dominated industry, 

As Francis notes, the person is 
matched to the job. For the color 
work that is done today, he has 
found that a female eye may 
sometimes be a little more sensi- 


, tive to the subtle changes, 


Francis calls Acme a large 
business in today’s measure, but 


added that in reality it is a small 
business and still growing.

Q: Why do my meringue shells 
become hard? 

A: A meringue that turns out 
hard may have too much sugar in 
proportion to egg whites. In our 
recipe, we recommend 3/4 cup 
sugar per three egg whites. 
Adding 1/4 teaspoon of cream of 
tartar to those proportions of 
sugar and egg whites helps to sta- 
bilize the egg whites and con- 
tributes to a more tender 
meringue, Also, if it's not baked 
for a long time at a low tempera- 
ture, shell may be tough and 
chewy instead of tender and crisp.

"These ‘triggers’ 
may include the dust on holiday 
omaments being taken out of stor- 
age, pollen on the Christmas tree, 
smoke from the fireplace or mold 
on the firewood. Many people 
mistake allergies for recurrent 
colds, but indoor allergy symp- 
toms, such as sneezing, runny 
nose, wheezing, congestion and 
itchy, watery eyes are more chron-

The Asthma and Allergy 
Foundation of America, headquar- 
tered in Washington, D.C., recom- 
mends the following steps to 
avoid being ill with allergies dur- 
ing the holiday season: 


-Use an artificial Christmas 
tree or, if your family insists on a 
live ee, wash it before you bring 
it into the house to remove the 
pollen, Wash the trunk with a 
solution of bleach and water to 
decrease the chances of mold 
developing. Put your tree up late; 
take it down early 

-Dust off your holiday orna- 
ments and decorations outside 
before brining them into the 
house. Wear disposable gloves to 
decorate the tree to avoid skin 
contact with the tree sap. When 
you take ornaments down, wash 
them and then seal them in plastic 
bags. 

-Bring firewood in only as you 
need it. Don't stack firewood in 
the house 

-Be sure your fireplace fluc 
works and that the fireplace vents 
we!l to eliminate as much smoke 
as possible, Invest in fireplace 
doors if you can and keep them 
closed. Limit the times that you 
use the fireplace. 

-Avoid using scented candles,
